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We  believe  that  this  book  will  render  very  valuable 
service  to  the  descendants  of  this  genealogy,  tracing  their 
ancestors  and  descendants. 

It  will  serve  as  a  useful  source  of  information  for  family 
relations  of  each  branch,  and  should  give  a  greater  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  our  “goodly  heritage”  left  to  us,  it  will  challenge  us 
to  loyalty  in  the  “faith  of  our  fathers.” 

We  want  to  thank  you  for  helping  us  make  th's  family 
record  possible. 


Abraham  Nusshaum  Family  Record 

Grandpa  and  Grandma  experienced  many  joys  and  sor¬ 
rows  and  interesting  experiences.  Grandma  was  born  in 
Switzerland,  on  the  Gase  (Canton,  Bern).  Came  to  America 
on  a  boat  which  took  42  days.  They  encountered  boat  trou¬ 
ble,  so  had  to  return  to  England  for  repairs.  They  came  to 
Wayne  county  and  lived  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  W^aldo 
Lehman,  south  of  Kidron  for  one  summer,  then  moved  to 
Berne,  Indiana. 

Grandpa  was  born  in  Putman  county,  Ohio,  and  when  18 
years  old  moved  to  Berne,  Ird.  In  his  youth  he  could  talli 
English  as  well  as  Swiss.  When  he  was  a  child  of  2  he  fell 
intD  a  sythe  crippling  his  right  hand.  That  didn’t  stop  h'm 
from  doing  a  hard  days  work.  He  could  keep  up  with  the 
best  of  men,  swinging  an  ax  or  pitching  hay.  His  left  hand 
and  arm  was  well  developed  and  strong.  His  right  hand  was 
difficult  to  keep  warm  in  the  winter  time,  and  when  husking 
com  in  cold  weather,  he  would  take  hot  coals  along  out  in 
the  field  to  warm  his  hand. 

When  they  were  first  married  they  lived  at  Am.adow,  not 
far  from  Berne,  then  moved  to  the  Gerber  farm,  and  then  to 
the  Schwander  farm  where  all  but  the  first  three  of  the  e,hil- 
dren  w'ere  born.  This  was  a  farm,  of  120  acres,  which  holds 
many  fond  memories  for  the  children.  Much  hard  work  was 
done,  not  by  the  parents  alone  but  shared  by  all  the  children. 
A  large  apple  orchard  was  on  the  farm,  and  many  apples  were 
made  into  apple  butter;  some  years  making  as  high  as  200 
gals.  No  sugar  was  put  in,  but  coo^’^ed  down  till  it  was  thick 
enough  to  keep.  They  had  kettles  that  held  100  g*allons  of 
cider.  Box  wagons  full  of  apples  would  be  taken  to  the  cider 
press  early  in  the  morn'ng  so  the  apple  butter  could  be  cooked 
that  day,  before  night  came. 

School  for  the  chldren  began  and  ended  when  the  work 
allowed  them  to  go.  In  the  fall  the  boys  would  not  take 
their  books  to  school  until  the  corn  was  husked,  and  in  the 
spring  when  the  plowing  started  they  brought  their  books 
home,  thus  their  school  year  lasted  only  a  few  months  during 
the  winter.  They  were  graded  by  readers,  not  grades,  pass¬ 
ing  on  to  a  new  reading  book.  The  older  boys  went  only  through 
the  fourth  and  fifth  readers.  This  nevertheless  did  not 
hinder  them  from  doing  business,  and  being  successful  farm¬ 
ers.  The  girls  too  stayed  home  many  days  to  assist  with  the 
work  in  the  home,  going  only  through  the  fifth  reader.  Many 
of  the  pupils  in  those  days  were  big  strapping  boys,  up  to 
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eighteen  years  of  age,  challenging  many  a  teacher  to  keep 
order  in  the  class  room. 

Grandpa  had  very  little  schoolroom  education.  His 
arithmetic  was  easier  done  an  his  head  than  on  paper.  Writing 
was  largely  limited  to  his  own  name.  Grandma,  on  the  other 
hand  had  lovely  hand  writing,  in  German  only.  Her  education 
in  Switzerland  was  received  in  private  Mennonite  schools, 
taught  by  their  own  people. 

In  1903  the  family  moved  to  Wayne  county,  because  of 
church  reasons.  Grandpa  had  gone  out  to  purchase  a  farm,  and 
Grandma  also  had  come  out  to  visit,  and  look  over  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  year  before  they  moved  she  spent  three  weeks 
here  on  a  visit.  When  tryng  to  write  a  letter,  with  Sammy’s 
help,  Grandpa  knelt  beside  the  kitchen  table,  the  tears 
streaming  down  his  face.  The  family  left  Indiana  on  March 
24.  Grandpa  and  the  older  boys  left  at  4  o’clock  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  with  8  head  of  horses,  1 5  head  of  cattle,  implements  and 
household  goods.  They  used  two  box  cars  and  one  stock  car, 
putting  all  the  cattle  in  the  stock  car  and  four  horses  in  each 
of  the  box  cars  along  with  implements.  The  cost  of  the  box 
cars  was  $36.00  each  and  $26.00  for  the  stock  car.  Grandma 
and  the  rest  of  the  children  left  some  time  later,  but  passed 
the  others  at  Crestline,  and  arrived  in  Wayne  Caunty  first. 
The  stock,  etc.,  arrived  the  evening  of  March  25,  at  6  o’clock, 
taking  26  hours  to  travel  from  Berne  to  Wayne  Co.  The 
older  boys  were  very  reluctant  to  leave  their  friends  and 
school.  When  they  were  taking  their  cattle  to  the  train 
depot,  they  passed  the  school  house  during  recess.  Sadly 
they  waved  good-bye  with  tears  in  their  eyes.  The  three 
older  boys,  Sam  , Christ  and  Amos  ranging  in  ages  of  18  to  15 
cried  like  babies,  not  wanting  to  leave.  Not  many  months 
passed  after  they  were  in  their  new  home,  in  a  new  com¬ 
munity,  that  they  changed  their  minds  about  not  wanting  to 
stay.  Soon  the  boys  had  girl  friends  which  culminated  in 
marriage  and  homes  of  their  own.  Grandpa  bought  the  farm 
south  of  Kidron  now  owned  hy  a  grandson,  William  Nuss- 
baum.  He  retired  at  the  age  of  59  in  Kidron,  moving  into  a 
new  house  they  built,  along  with  a  small  barn  which  allowed 
him  to  keep  around  3  cows  and  his  faithful  horse  Dolly.  He 
took  his  milk  to  the  Kidron  cheese  factory.  Dolly  was  so  de¬ 
voted  to  Grandpa,  that  when  he  was  confined  to  the  hospital 
because  of  an  injury  to  his  knee,  resulting  from  a  fall  on  the 
ice  when  carrying  out  ashes,  she  wouldn’t  eat  while  he  was 
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in  the  hospital  those  10  days.  After  he  was  home  they 
brought  her  to  the  Window,  so  she  could  see  her  master. 
About  2  weeks  before  Grandpa’s  death  Dolly  fell  and  broke 
her  leg  which  made  it  necessary  to  shoot  her. 

After  Grandpa’s  death,  Grandma  lived  alone  till  1940, 
after  which  she  mainly  made  her  home  with  Franks.  In 
193'8  she  had  a  pimple  on  her  face,  and  made  the  mistake  ot 
scratching  it  which  resulted  in  a  large  sore  that  measured  3 
to  4  inches  across.  Her  diabetic  condition  was  the  cause  of 
the  seriousness  of  the  sore  which  was  gangerous.  However, 
through  the  constant  vigil  of  the  children,  her  face  healed 
nicely.  She  lived  five  more  years  after  that  experience,  being 
active  to  nearly  the  last  day  of  her  life,  only  spending  four 
days  in  bed  prior  to  her  death  in  September  of  1943,  at  the 
age  of  82  years. 

Those  of  us,  the  offspring  of  Grandpa  and  Grandma  cau 
say  with  feeling,  “We  have  a  goodly  heritage.”  Let  us  thank 
God  that  they  were  concerned  about  the  spiritual  life  of  their 
children,  enough  so  that  material  costs  and  unpleasant  good¬ 
byes  were  not  too  costly.  May  all  of  us  be  so  concerned  about 
our  children.  Their  influence  has  been  passed  down  to  us, 
ours  may  be  just  as  far  reaching. 


Memoirs  of  Grandpa  and  Grandma 

Grandpa  and  Grandma  were  loved  by  us  all, 

Their  home  was  begun  80  years  ago  last  fall. 

Many  plans  and  hard  work  were  mixed  with  love 
Along  with  simple  faith  in  the  Father  above. 

Their  home  soon  welcomed  a  baby’s  sweet  smile; 

But  little  Noah  stayed  for  such  a  short  while. 

The  Father  took  him  into  His  own  safe  keeping, 

But  soon  sent  another  to  silence  their  weeping. 

Little  Sammy,  it  was  who  brought  them  cheer; 

A  year  and  a  half  later  Griggy  was  here. 

Eighteen  months  later,  a  day  in  November, 

Baby  Amos  was  born,  a  day  to  remember. 

Grandma  was  out  numberd,  there  were  now  four  males. 

In  a  year  and  six  months,  Sarah  was  first  heard  to  wail. 

Every  girl  should  have  la.  sister,  so  most  folks  say; 

And  a  few  days  before  Christmas,  here  was  Solamae. 

They  thought  it  was  wise  to  even  the  score; 

Little  Bertha  arrived,  making  it  one  girl  more. 

Ten  busy  years  passed  since  (hat  happy  wedding  day, 

Seven  babies  born,  six  remain  to  run  and  play. 

Not  satisfied  with  six  blessings  from  heaven, 

Baby  Will  was  sent  to  make  it  a  perfect  seven. 

One  boy  alone  after  three  older  sisters? 

God  sent  baby  Albert  to  make  another  Mister. 

Abraham,  Jr.,  healthy  child,  with  cheeks  so  red, 

Took  sick  suddenly,  and  died  in  his  little  bed. 

To  cheer  them  in  sorrow,  a  baby  girl  was  sent. 

She  couldnt  stay,  three  times  their  hearts  were  rent. 

One  more  child  would  top  the  family  tree; 

A  girl  they  named  Ella,  the  baby  she  must  be. 

Nine  active  children  make  up  the  Nussbaum  tree, 

They  got  help  from  God  down  upon  their  knees. 

There  was  little  time  for  play,  no  expensive  toys; 

For  these  playful  girls  and  active  country  boys. 

Instead,  at  the  age  of  9  and  10,  they  had  to  handle  plows. 

Plant  fields  of  corn  by  hand, and  help  to  milk  the  cows. 

Milk  at  the  cheese  factory  brought  50c  a  hundred. 

Was  it  worth  the  time  and  work,  Grandpa  must  have  wondered. 
Two  dollars,  fifty  cents  a  hundred,  they  got  for  hogs  quite  fat. 
Five  cents  for  eggs  per  dozen,  could  they  pay  debts  like  that? 
rwenty-fi\e  to  thirty  dollarsi  for  a  real  good  dairy  cow; 

Paid  them  better  to  fatten  horses,  if  they  had  a  big  hay  mow. 
Boys  on  the  wagon  loading,  father  pitching  hay. 

That  was  turned  by  hand,  which  was  the  only  way. 
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The  binder  was  handy,  but  each  sheaf  would  drop, 

Boys  must  carry  them  together  so  Grandma  could  make  a  shock. 
Hard  work  like  this  could  whet  good  appetites, 

The  loaded  kitchen  table  was  always  a  welcome  sight. 

Sour  kabis,  spack,  kaaz  and  jacket  potatoes, 

Lodvarg  uf  brodt,  cookies  or  pie  and  sliced  tomatoes, 

Five  or  six  hogs,  plus  a  cow  were  butchered  some  winter  day, 
Salted  down  in  barrels,  it  kept  all  year  long  that  way. 

Sausage  fried  down,  stored  in  crocks  under  lard 
Made  cooking  for  a  large  family  not  so  hard. 

Grandpa  believed  in  not  sparing  the  rod, 

A  definite  instruction  he  received  from  God. 

The  powerful  strength  of  his  strong  left  arm 
Left  its  sting  on  the  seat,  but  no  physical  harm. 

Evenings  after  the  work  wos'  done,  before  they  went  to  rest; 
They  gathered  together  to  sing  the  songs  they  all  loved  best. 
Grandpa  with  his  bass.  Grandma,  Aunt  Lizzie  and  Uncle  John 
Would  sing  and  yodel  as  the  evening  hours  wore  on. 

When  the  evening  prayers  were'  said,  the  house  grew  still, 

Tired  parents  'and  children  went  to  bed  with  a  will. 

Farm  sales  in  the  winter  to  young  farm  boys  was  a  treat; 
Wrestling  in  the  hay  mow  to  see  which  one  could  beat. 

Grandpa  and  the  boys  would  also  test  their  skill 
At  hand  wrestling,  pulling  sticks  or  whatever  they  will. 

Grandpa  had  a  beard  which  had  turned  from  black  to  gray, 

All  of  us  thought  he  looked  nice  that  way. 

Grandma  as  bride  was  rather  short  and  slim; 

When  she  later  gained  weight,  made  no  difference  to  him. 

She  never  could  talk  anything  but  Swiss, 

Not  much  of  importance  however  did  she  miss. 

Grandpa  would  the  whole  message  translate 
When  some  English  guest  would  stop  at  the  gate. 

Grandpa  too  was  honest  Abe,  he  earned  the  wage  he  got. 

If  there  was  a  need,  he  would  gladly  heed,  to  help  is  what  he  sought. 
There  was  many  a  tree  that  fell  at  his  swing, 

The  sledge  on  the  wedge  through  the  thicket  would  ring. 

Those  powerful  strokes  very  seldom  missed  their  aim. 

You  couldn’t  have  guessed  one  hand  was  crippled  and  lame. 

A  family  of  eleven  in  one  house  would  have  little  room  to  spare, 
Yet  Uncle  Pete  and  Uncle  John  too  made  their  home  there. 

Small  boys  grew  tall,  little  girls  became  ladies; 

The  Nussbaum  home  no  longer  had  babies. 

New  interests  in  girls  now  entered  the  boys  mind. 

To  one  special  one  they  would  like  themselves  to  bind. 
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The  three  oldest  children,  Sammy,  Amos  and  Christ 
Trying  to  see  which  one  could  be  the  first. 

Wedding  days  were  impressive,  festive  and  gay, 

Lasting  from  morning  till  the  close  of  the  day. 

Now  these  who  were  children  such  a  short  time  ago 
Were  leaving  their  parents  and  home  they  loved  so. 

But  often  they  returned  for  advise  or  a  loan, 

For  Pop  and  Mommy  had  become  their  strong  backbone. 

Once  again  the  old  home  had  sounds  of  little  feet, 

For  now  grandchildren  are  included  when  the  family  meets. 

Baby  Esther  was  the  first,  with  big  brown  eyes, 

But  ere  long  there  were  other  small  baby  cries. 

Elma,  Gladys,  Harvey,  Leona,  Lila  and  Lester. 

Gilbert,  Milton  land  more  were  company  for  Esther. 

Numerous  years  later  the  number  had  become  so  vast 
They  could  hardly  believe  the  family  grew  so  fast. 

The  house  in  Kidron  was  filled  from  basement  to  the  top 
When  on  New  years  day  we’d  go  see  Mommy  and  Pop. 

There  were  always  homemade  buns,  knu  blatza  and  tea. 

Oranges,  candy  and  pink  popcorn  were  free. 

The  grandchildren  were  lined  up  in  a  row 
Awaiting  the  gifts  we  anticipated  so. 

In  the  parlor  round  the  organ  the  group  would  gather  to  sing, 
While  Ella  played  the  music,  our  praise  to  God  to  bring. 

The  Neu  Jahr  Lied  was  never  missed,  that  wouldn’t  have  been  righi. 
A  happy  day  had  ended  and  we  had  to  say  good-night. 

Eighty  years  after  those  solemn  vows  were  said 
The  family  has  grown  to  two  hundred  forty  instead. 

Could  Pop  and  Mommy  now  their  large  family  see 

They  would  agree,  two  united  sprout es  grew  into  one  mighty  tree.

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OBITUARY  OF  ABRAHAM  NUSSBAUM 

Abraham  Nussbaum,  son  of  Jacob  and  Barbara  Nuss- 
baum,  was  bom  at  Beaverdam,  Ohio,  on  May  25,  1858.  At 
the  age  of  18  years,  he  with  his  parents,  brothers  and  sisters 
moved  tO'  Adams  County,  Indiana,  traveling  in  covered  wag¬ 
ons.  On  November  9,  1882,  he  was  united  in  marriage  at 
that  place  with  Eliza  Neuenschwander  by  Bishop  Christ  Som¬ 
mer.  Two  years  they  lived  on  a  farm  west  of  Berne  Ind., 
and  later  they  purchased  a  farm  northwest  of  Berne,  where 
ihe  family  made  their  home  for  18  years.  Twelve  children 
were  born  to  them  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  two  infant  sons, 
and  an  infant  daughter  preceding  their  parents  in  death.  In 
the  month  of  March  1903,  the  family  came  to  Wayne  Co., 
Ohio,  and  made  their  home  on  a  farm  south  of  Kidron  which 
is  now  owned  and  operated  by  the  oldest  son  Samuel.  In 
connection  with  farming,  Mr.  Nussbaum  operated  a  cider 
press  for  many  years.  In  the  year  of  1917,  Mr.  and  Mrs.
